The matter bad boon ioiuatod by the lady 
teachers, Miss Anderson oud tbo Mi.-aea 
Voitch ; but ihey luid bLcn nobly seconded 
• by others, eo ihnt supplies lor the feast bad 
come from many around. Ho was glad to 
see so many children present, for whose 
gratification it had been priooipaily got up, 
and was glad to state that in additioo to the 
addresaes.aod soogs upon tbe programme, 
Mr Jefl.'ey bbd kiodlj brongbl down a magic 
laptero, by the aid of which a Dumber of 
views^wijuld be exhibited.

Could tho 
doctor in bis visions have seen these con 
queriiig Fenians, who like Mahomet arc 
going to carry their creed by tho sword 
over the world ? In my opinion, one is 
as probable ai tho other ; But let mo 
think again. Xow tho doctor, I helievp, 
finds out ho has male a mistake in a 
single unit, which jmls off tho great and 
final smash forsiincthing liko a million 
of years. At that time lie proposes to 
let ns know the precise moment wlien we 
are to bo prepared. Is it not possible 
that tbe Fenians have mado a similar 
mistake in a single unit, which puis off 
tho accomplishment of their feat to about 
tho sanio period ? Neverthelefs, i am 
sure, we are all greatly indebted to Dr. 
Cummings and the Fenians for imparting 
such useful and precise information. As 
Co the prudence and' common soiiso of 
both, in their respective calculations, that 
is simply a matter of opinion, with which 
wo unbelievers have nothing to do. 
Verily great things come to pass iu the 
present age 1 

If it were necessary to bo serious in n 
matter so utterly silly, 1' would ask, why 
this everlasting fuss about Irelands, 
wrongs .- In what do they consist ? Do 
wo ever hear of oppression in Scotland or 
in Wales ? Yet thoy are governed by 
tho same laws as Ireland, and to-day have 
a smaller pumcrical representation in 
Parliament. Do we ever hear of starva^ 
lion in Scotland or Wales ? Tet they 
are barren countries to what Irelond is. 
Let the Irish imitate their neighbors in 
habits, of peace, industry, and thrifv, and 
their misfortnnea Will' soon end, for they 
will then, be no longer robbed by a set of 
nnprincipled and unacnpulous rascals, such 
as the Fenian leaders have proved them- 
selves. The Irish in my opinion, in this 
matter, arc like tho women, "i5 is not 
their wrongs, but themselves, that want 
to bo redressed."
